EAST Cambridgeshire residents 
are being promised a state-of- 
the-art new leisure centre - de¬ 
spite the fact a decision on how 
the facilities will be funded is 
yet to be made. 

The district council has ap¬ 
pointed international consul¬ 
tancy and construction com¬ 
pany the Mace Group, to help 
bring the multi-million pound 
scheme to fruition. 

Council chiefs say the com¬ 
pany will assist them and work 
with the architects. 

This week, councillors were 
updated on the latest facility 
mix, including how discussions 
with Sport England and the 
Amateur Swimming Associa¬ 
tion are progressing. A total of 
40 spectator seats have been 
suggested to be included - as 
well as a moveable floor in the 
learner pool.

The authority says it wants 
the centre, which is earmarked 
for land off the A10 at Down- 
ham Road, to boast an eight- 
lane swimming pool, a four- 
court sports hall, health and 
fitness suite, and full-size arti¬ 
ficial grass pitch. However, the 
decision on how the new centre 
will be funded will not be made 
until next April. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chair¬ 
man of the commercial services 
committee, said: “We have ap¬ 
pointed Mace Group who has 
impressive credentials in assist¬ 
ing local authorities to deliver 
projects on time and to budget. 
Their knowledge has already 
proved invaluable in recent 
weeks and will ultimately help 
the authority to save significant 


sums of money. 

“This project will continue 
to gather pace in the winter 
months as the detailed design 
process concludes with a plan¬ 
ning application being submit¬ 
ted. 

“This will include the final 
facility mix to meet the require¬ 
ments of the national sporting 
bodies and some of the expec¬ 
tations of the wider commu¬ 
nity. 

“This will involve some dif¬ 
ficult decisions in some areas 
due to cost and space but we 
will try to find compromises 
where possible to deliver a 
centre to meet the needs of the 
whole district.”

In a letter to Christopher 
Terry college principal, Mrs 
Rayner said: “Senior leaders 
and governors are taking ef¬ 
fective action to tackle the 
areas requiring improve¬ 
ment.

achieved by pupils have suc¬ 
cessfully raised the propor¬ 
tion of pupils achieving five 
GCSE qualifications at grade 
A*- C. Although it remains 
below the national average, 
it is much closer to it than it 
was in 2014. 

“The proportion of disad¬ 
vantaged pupils achieving 
this standard has increased 
significantly. 

“The systems in place to 
analyse how well each year 
group is achieving in differ¬ 
ent subjects have been de¬ 
veloped well and now give a 
simple but comprehensive 
overview of how well each 
group of pupils is doing.” 

She adds: “Senior leaders 
have sharpened the systems 
in place to assess and moni¬ 


tor the progress of each indi¬ 
vidual pupil. The work of the 
progress leaders is sharply 
focused because they ana¬ 
lyse the progress, attend¬ 
ance and behaviour of pu¬ 
pils in the year groups they 
are responsible for.” 

She says that the college is 
on track to becoming a good 
school. 

Mr Terry said: “We are 
confident in our journey 
forward and I would like to 
acknowledge the dedication 
of all the staff at the college.”

Partygoers ‘still 
want answers’ 


PEOPLE left disappointed 
by Ely’s Party on the Hill say 
they are still waiting for an¬ 
swers from the organisers. 

Residents travelled from

While many partygoers 
enjoyed themselves, droves 
of people, mainly those who 
had travelled a distance, 
are demanding refunds - 
and many say they are still 
waiting for a response from 
Swing Your Pants Produc¬ 
tions. 

Writing on the party’s Fa- 
cebook page this week, one 
partygoer said: “Oh dear, 
some weeks on and still no 
acknowledgement or reply 
to my email. My guess is 
there won’t be one now, big 
shame.”

Ely News was unable to 
make contact with the or¬ 
ganisers this week, despite 
leaving messages.

Other ways to 
cut congestion 

I HAVE seen several roundabouts 
with this type of layout, which 
seems to work when motorists 
become familiar. The layout at both 
roundabouts in Ely does not reduce 
congestion, only seems to cause 
confusion and rush hour frustration.

Better signs 
would help 

I HAVE a number of comments 
regarding this. The idea to implement 
this has to be the "brainchild" of one 
individual - a group of intelligent 
human beings could never have 
made such a poor error of judgement 
in believing that: A. This would 
improve the traffic flow, and B. That 
it was a good idea, and also C. That 
to just go ahead and do it, leaving 
drivers guessing which lane would be 
safe. 

This new layout seemingly appeared 
overnight, the only indication that 
a layout change had occurred was 
some arrows painted on the road

REFUSING to give a man suffering 
from Parkinsons disease a down¬ 
stairs wetroom is “unfair”, his wife 
has said. 

Eric Martin, of High Barns in Ely, 
was diagnosed with Parkinsons 
disease five years ago and has seen 
his health deteriorate since. 

His wife, Gillian, said that he 
needs a downstairs wetroom and 
toilet as he continues to become 
less mobile. 

She said: “Eric’s diagnosis has 
changed his life a lot. 

“When he comes back from just 
a visit to a cafe in town, he is abso¬ 
lutely shattered. 

“He has worked all his life so it’s 
very hard for him.” 

Gillian, who works as an assis¬ 
tant cook at Baird Lodge carehome, 
said she has seen Eric’s mobility 
get worse, and she already has to 
shower him daily and help him get 
in and out of the bath. 

“It’s difficult for both of us,” 
she said. “To see him walking you 


can see for yourself that he needs 
something.” 

The couple, who have been mar¬ 
ried for 49 years, have asked the 
Occupational Therapy team at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in Ely 


for a wetroom, but have been told 
this would not be possible. 

Instead, they were offered an 
upstairs wetroom and a lift, which 
Gillian said was unsuitable. 

She claims they were also told

that he could go into a home in¬ 
stead, something which the couple 
have flatly refused. 

“He is getting a raw deal here,” 
Gillian said. 

Annemie Waaning, Isle of Ely 
Neighbourhood Team Manager, 
Cambridgeshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“The occupational therapy team 
has carried out a comprehensive 
assessment of Mr Martin to deter¬ 
mine his needs, including any diffi¬ 
culties he has managing daily tasks 
and how they might be best met.

FEET are a serious business 
for Jane Sheehan, Britain’s 
foremost foot-reader. 

“There’s no way I would 
date a bloke without read¬ 
ing his feet,” she says. “I 
dumped a bloke once be¬ 
cause of what my feet were 
saying. I trust the feet more 
than the face.” 

Her current partner was 
so nervous about what his 
feet might reveal that he 
wore three pairs of socks on 
their first date. 

Jane has built a career on 
reading people’s person¬ 
alities from their feet, start¬ 
ing in 1999, when she first 
moved to foot-reading from 
reflexology. She’s read celeb¬ 
rity feet (Alan Carr wears or¬ 
ange nail varnish, apparent¬ 
ly) and the feet of inmates 
in a prison; she’s read feet 
around the world, in Dubai 
and Australia. 

Knowing her experience, 
it’s a little nerve-racking get¬ 
ting your toes out in front of 
her - anything could be re¬ 
vealed.

IF the answer to the old joke: “What do 
you call someone who hangs around 
with musicians?” is “a drummer”, what 
does that make someone who’s been 
asked to leave by 50 of them? 

Long the butt of all kinds of jokes, 
drummer Paul Richard now has first¬ 
hand experience of the perils of session 
performing, after he was fired from a 
string of bands. 

Fortunately for the 34-year-old, from 
Soham, his inability to hold a job as 
well as he holds a beat has all been in 
aid of his new film, which premiered 
in Cambridge last week. 

50 Ways to Leave Your Drummer sees 
the performer and musician sacked by 
a host of bands, orchestras and even 
the occasional comedian, after a joke 
between friends spiralled out of con¬ 
trol. 

He told the News : “It all started with 
the pun I’m afraid to say. 

“I misheard the Paul Simon track 50 
Ways to Leave Your Lover as drummer, 
and thought, well that’s a film. 

“I asked a few friends to sack me as 
a joke and filmed a few people doing 
it on the streets of Edinburgh while 
we were busking, and it just grew and 
grew.” 

After working his way through 20 
Cambridge bands he turned his atten¬ 
tion further afield, and began writing 
to other groups, asking for the chance 
to be sacked. 

His film, which was shot almost en¬ 
tirely on his mobile phone, features 
Graham Parker, Frank Turner and Nik 
Kershaw all dispensing with his ser¬ 


vices. 

He said: “I emailed about 900 celeb¬ 
rities, including Kimberley Rew from 
Katrina and the Waves, who’s based in 
Cambridge. 

“Ian Anderson from Jethro Tull was 
a big deal, his management were quite 
suspicious of me, but we spent a long 
time there and he was lovely.” 


At one point he also attempted to 
join three-man sketch comedy troop 
Pappy’s, with predictable results. 

“They sacked me on stage in front 
of a live audience, so that was quite 
intimidating with hundreds of people 
booing you off,” he said. 

“Also the one with comedian Arthur 
Smith was particularly daunting, as he 


made me wear a dress, to make out I 
was trying to dress up as his backing 
singer, and I am really not built for a 
dress!” 

The film will get its cinema debut 
next Friday at Cambridge’s Arts Pic- 
turehouse, with Paul hoping to see it 
distributed across the globe. 

With 17 years of experience, playing 
everything from jazz to heavy rock up 
and down the country, the musician is 
yet to have been sacked for real. 

“That’s the one thing that concerns 
me about the film, I had to play badly 
on purpose, but in real life I have been 
quite lucky”, he said. 

“I do hundreds of gigs a year and 
there is something about drummers. 
We are very much sat at the back, and 
I don’t think the joke would work with 
any other musician.” 

Currently touring his one-man 
Christmas show Rudolph: At Last The 
True Story, Paul already has plans for 
his film project. 

He said: “The first ever football 
game I went to see was Spurs in 1991, 
so I wanted to meet every player that 
played in that game, to see if they re¬ 
member individual games or if football 
is just a job to them, but the goalkeeper 
Ian Walker is now based in China, so 
that might not be so easy.”

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO:
